In Indiana the plurality in 
only about 7.000, and it seems likely to 
some by the influence of the 
Indianapolis Convention in alienating 
votes from Bbyan.

The prospect is therefore that all of 
the seventeen states named will cast 
their electoral votes for McKinlet. 
Should any of them fall him, he seems 
likely to make up the deficiency from 
the doubtful states. Kentucky with 
thirteen electoral votes is surer to him 
than Indiana, now that a Sound Money 
Democratic candidate is to make his 
o the Democrats of that state, 
backed by snch a "favorite son" as 
Simon Bolivar Bucknkr. Louisiana is 
probably Republican in any case. 

Florida is distinctly doubtful, 
are California, North Carolina and Mis- 
souri. These uncertain states have 
electoral votes from which to draw a 
reinforcement covering any probable 
the seventeen decisive states. 
The Dakotas and Georgia are not certain 
for Brtan, while Minnesota with six 
electoral votes is pretty surely Ropubli 
can, and North Carolina with eleven 
votes and West Virginia with six may 
i either way. 

This is the situation, the outlook, so 
far as it can be reasoned out from the 
facts of past elections and the knowu 
tendencies of the present time.

238. Since 1878 about iWS.OOO.OOO of 
silver have been coined.

Ad Accommodation Train Goes 
Through a Bridge. 



Four Persons Killed Outright and a 
Number Seriously Injured. 



The Acoldeat w». Canted bj the Collapaa 
•f the Strocnre Spanning- Mad Rleer 
—Three Can and tha Engine 
Wrecked- Kellrf for Sufferers. 

Eckkka, CaL, Sept 14.— By the col- 
lapse of a bridge on the Areata and 
Mad River railroad near this -it v Sun- 
day afternoon, an accommodation 
train was precipitated into the bed of 
the creek below, four peraona were 
killed outright and a number of others 
aerioualy wounded, some of whom will 
die. 

The dead are: Alexander Cameron, 
brakeman; Miss Annie Holland, of 
Riverside; Miss Kirfcham; ad unknown 
child. 

The injured-David Wood, Olendale, 
badly injured and can not survive; 
Mrs. David Wen*, wife of the above, 
both legs broken and internally in- 
jured; the two little children of Mr. 
David Wood, badly crushed and 
bruised; Oeo. Hurke, engineer, severe- 
ly scalded and bruised; thus, liurke, 
fireman, badly burned; Harvey Sam- 
mors, conductor, fatally Injured; Mrs. 
Kate Minor, arm and leg broken; 
Annie Vintcra, face cut and leg broken; 
Mr. Vintera, Internally injured; Dan- 
ieT"Mahoney, dangerously bruised; two 
children of Daniel Mahoney, seriously 
injured; an unknown Italian woman, 
unconscious and will die. 

Details of the accident are difficult to 

munication with the scene^nearer than 
Eureka. 

As far as known, the accident was 
caused by the collapse of a bridge 
spanning Mad river, about, five miles 
from town. The accommodation train 
which leBTes Areata at 4:80 o'clock In 
the afternoon consisted of two coaches, 
one box car and engine, and rarried 
about 20 paaseugers. Shortly after 5 
o'clock a telephone message was re- 
ceived stating that the train hnd been 
derailed at Mad river bridge and was a 
total wreck on the river bed. A relief 
train with doctors, nurses, medical sup- 
plies, etc., was immediately dispatched 
from Areata to the scene. 

The throe cars und engine were 
found lying beneath the bridge, a mass 
of splinters. The wounded had man- 
aged to drag themselves from the de- 
bris. and were nursing their cuts by 
the waterside. 

Buried beneath the wreckage were 
found the bodttS of Miss Holland. M s* 
Klrkhum and Mr. Cameron. The un- 
known child was alive when foun4 but 
died a few niiruitin later. 

The injured were carried up a steep 
bank with great difficulty, and it was 
nearly 10 o'clock when the relief train 
started on the return trip to Areata 
bearing the dead and wounded. The 
train was met at Areata by the entire 
population of the town, and a sorrow- 
ful scene was enacted as the dead and 
injured were claitne i by friends and 
relatives. 

The bridge that collopsed is several 
hundred feet in length. s

ENGLAND'S 

Marked Change in Her Policy 
Toward the Porte. 



There Must Be No More Massacres of 
Christians Nor Mozlem Riotinijs. 



London, Sept 14.— The orders issued 
to the Rrltish squadron to rendezvous at 
Salonica in October are distinctly con- 
nected with the change in Rritish pol- 
icy toward the porte, which marked 
the arrival of Sir Philip Currle, the 
Rrltish ambassador, In Constantinople. 
Sir Philip, without ostentaclously de- 
claring a more active and iso- 
lated policy, has conveyed 
Impression to other Eu- 
ropean diplomats at Constantinople 
that henceforth the European concert 
ill be adhered to by England, only so 
ir as it agrees with a purely English 
policy. There must be no more mas- 
sacres of Christians, nor Moslem mob 
riotings, nor incititrga to general mur- 
der, without practical intervention by 
England, with or without the approval 
of the other powera. The game which 
Russian diplomacy played under Prince 
Lobanoff's hand of paralysing Inter- 
ference In the sultan's misdoings until 
the time became right for the utter 
ruin of Turkey to the agrandlzoment 
of Russia, seem about to end. There 
is no doubt that the queen's indigna- 
tion over the Constantinople massacres 
had much to do with this change of 
policy. Her majesty rarely interferes, 
but when she docs the interference is 
effective Apart from the message which 
she is understood to hove sent to the 
sultan through Sir Philip Currle, ex- 
pressing her indignation and horror of 
the massacres, the queen is known to 
be using her influence with the czar. 
The visit of the Russian imperials to 
ltalmoral, which was supposed to be a 
purely family affair, devoid of all pos- 
sible political results, is likely to prove 
quite the other way and to have more 
practical influence on European poli- 
tics than either the visit to Vienna or 
Rreslau, and possibly more even than 
the Paris demonstration.
